out of its camp this morning.

peace commissioners go to San An­ 
tonio today. Guiseppl Garibaldi's com­ 
mand led the departing army. 
As a 
parting shot a dozen or so of Paneho 
VUfa’s men tired on the federal out­ 
posts and the federals replied. Bugles 
sounded the call to arms in Juarez, hut 
the lnsurrectos fired no more and con 
tinned their withdrawal. 
It is said 
to have been an effort to call attention 
to that point and prevent any feder­ 
als going south out of Juarez and en 
gaging the retreating army. 
Madero made a final statement of 
his past acts, purposes and intention

CONDITIONS IN FEZ 


Diminishing Food Supply and Unpaid 


Troops M ay Cause Evacuation. 


Paris, .May 8. 
Dispatches from Fez 
describe the conditions there as criti­ 
cal. 
They say that only fifty sacks of 
sugar remain, and that 
there is 
no 
petroleum at all. 
There is some flour 
still on hand, but meat is the scarcest 
of i m vitions. 
The city is surrounded 
by 7,000 besiegers and there is danger 
from within the walls. 
The scarcity 
of tood in the city threatens to cause 
an uprising. 
The scarcity of money 
with which to pay the troops means 
as it always lias, that the troops are 
inactive and that there may be many 
desert ions. 
The opinion is general that Hie gov­ 
ernment's attempt to share Spanish 
and German susceptibility by not al 
lowing French troops to proceed lo 
Fez. must be abandoned, since the ar­ 
rival of the flying column under Major 
Bremond has had no good effect. 


Washington. M ay 8.— The officers of 
tills government have received with 
Joy the announcement, made in unof­ 
ficial bulletins from Mexico City, that 
President Porflrio Diaz has pr< n/sed 
to 
resign 
when 
peace 
is 
restored. 
They are now hopeful that the d'ffleul* 
ties in that troubled country w ill be 
settled at an early day. 


It is believed that the retirement of 
Diaz was forced by the announce mi nt 
of Senor Francisco I. Madero, leader 
of the Insurgents, that he intended to 
march upon Mexico City. 
W h ile the retirem ent of Diaz w ill 
unquestionably tend to alleviate the 
seriousness of the present situation in 
Mexico, it is admitted at the state de­ 
partment. that the complete restoration 
of peace and the resumption of busi­ 
ness will be accomplished slowly. 
A confusing situation will develop 
in Mexico through the retirem ent of 
Diaz. 
When he retires, Ramon Corral, 
now vice president, who is abroad for 
liis health, w ill become the constitu­ 
tional president. Corral several weeks 
ago resigned from 
the cabinet 
and 
w'ent to Europe for medical treatment. 
H e has not resigned as vice president 
and in an interview in Paris several 
days ago insisted that he did not in­ 
tend to quit. 
Corral is unpopular in 
Mexico and the insurgents would not 
agree to allow him to succeed Diaz. 
Some measures w ill have to be found 
of removing him from the tangled sit­ 
uation. 
It is expected that Francisco De La 
Barra, now m inister of foreign affairs, 
w ill become provisional president of 
the country pending the election. The 
selection of De La B a rra would be sat­ 
isfactory to tiie Insurgents. 
Mexico for many years has been hold 
together by the strong hand of P resi­ 
dent Diaz. 
W hether the country has 
now reached a state of development 
fit for self government in the broader 
sense is uncertain here. 
Certainly a 
severe test w ill come when Diaz steps 
down and out. The country for months 
Ju s been shaken by discord and dis­ 
order.
